STRONG 
ARGUMENTS 'AGAINST. FORTIFYING ,THE 
CANAL 


The first impulse with most Americans was> to favor the foriificntion of 


the Panama canal. The caiial is an American enterprise, but when con- 


sidered in reference to other iiiter-,ocean viiitciways and (he international 


laws and usages governing such, there is much to be said against the forlif 


fication idea. To neutralize the'canal in'case of wnr would, protect it far 


better (hail all tho fortifications we could erect. The Suez canal was built 


by English money but is immune from attack in case of war. 
England has 


never expended nny money for protecting the cnnal nor is it ueccbsavy as 


the nations are hound by treaty to hold the canal in strict neutrality in 
case of war. 


• The straits of Magcllen are also neutralized by treaty and the inter- 


parliamentary union in 1910 declined in favor of neutralizing all inter- 


oceanic waterways. 


There is a very strong agitation growing up against Ihe proposition 


to fortify the canal, and when (hf; cost and general.effect of such forti- 


fication are considered,:it is likely (hat the arguments against fortification 


- will ultimately prevail. 


Military men point out that to have to defend the canal in\limc ot' war 


would require, ihe detachment of n \cry large force of men ana ships, and 
that (his us well as the initial expense, which would bo very heavy, might 
be avoided by having the canal neutralized by treaty between Kuropc and tho 
United Slates. , If fortified the .canal would be open to attack in time of 
war and would bo liable to be invested by the enemy as Port Arthur after 
a tremendously expensive defense fell into the hands of Japan. 


Recently a statement signed by men and women, prominent in this 


coiinhy and abroad, has been issued selling forth a number of very strong 
reasons why the canal should not bo fortified, showing- quite eoneluuivcly 


< that tho. canal will be better protected by treaty than by fortifications, and 


(hat this country by fortifying it would bo assuming a heavy "and expensive 


. responsibility that, could bo avdfded while (ho men and money necessary for 


the purpose might be used in fortifying (he Pacific const against possible 
attacks from (he west. 


The men who have signed the statement referred to include sonic of (he 


' most prominent and influential in (he country, such, for example, (is Richard 


Olno.y, David Start' Jordan, president of Lelnnd Stanford univcisity, John 
Oraliiun .Brooks, lecturer on economics, and many others.

If the jury sus- 
tains the contention of the defense that 
the woman was mentally irresponsible 
when: this act was committed,- the ut- 
most penalty that can be imposed is 
her incarceration in a state institution 
for the criminally Insane. The defense 
does not ask for an acquittal. 


The prosecution on 'the other hand 


contends that the woman was sane anil 
should be convicted, of murder in the 
first degree, with its statutory penalty 
of electrocution.

Europe's great cathedrals, most of 
which aro surpassed in^slze by tho New 
York church, were mfeny decades. In 
attaining their full growth.

years and decades and centuries .wore 
on, taking with them generation after 
generation of cathedral builders, so tho 
structures came to assume the nature 
of living, sentient creatures, develop- 
ing from Infancy to glorious maturlt> 
until they assumed and retained for a 
tlmo their places In the hearts of th 
people.

Paul A. Sorg's Ambitious Plan 


I. UN over your list of living I money can do to Insure tho success of 


Americans famous for being 
first In any lino' of human en- 
deavor. See if the name of 


Paul A. Sorg Is on the list. If It Is not, 
add It, for Mr. Sorg Is tho champion 
whip of the country. What's a "whip?" 
you say. 
A "whip," friend tho reader, 


Is a man or woman who drives horses 
for sport, not for money. 
If a man 


drives horses for money he Isn't 
whip. He's a truckman or a teamster 
or a coachman or something like that, 
but he Isn't a whip. 


The distinction of being the cham- 


pion whip of the United States—with 
>i good right to claim In addition tho 
championship of Great 
Britain—be- 


longed until recently to Alfred G. Van- 
derbllt Along camo Mr. Sorg last fall 
and took the. title away from Mr. Vanj 
derbllt by winning tho ten mlla coach- 
Ing raco from the latter at tho horse 
show in New York. 


Mr. Sorg's latest scheme, announced 


some timo ago, Is the tooling of a 
coach, and four across the continent, 
from New York to San Francisco. This 
Is. really a big scheme, so big that at 
'its very mention all other coaching 
records and plans go into the discard 
of forgotten -things. There are very 
few horsemen of experience In this or 
In any other country who could think 
up a scheme like that, if accomplish- 
ed it will bo tho greatest coaching 
feat In tho long series of years which 
began when man first hitched up more 
than one horso to ft wheeled vehicle. 
It will bo tho longest and most diffi- 
cult coaching trip ever attempted by 
an amateur or professional four-in-: 
hand driver. 


According to tho announced plans, 


tho 3,000 mile run from tho Atlantic to 
tho Pacific Is to bo carried out on an 
unprecedented scale. 
The equipment 


s to consist of two coaches, seventy- 
five horses, forty men and two special 
railroad cars for tho carrying of neces- 
sary harness and other paraphernalia. 


Tho "water level route" from New 


York to Chicago Is to bo followed as 
stoscly na possible. Tho teams used 
ach day aro to be shipped ahead by 
all In tho special cars to awnlt the 
omlns of tho coach and rest In the In- 
crfcntng, time. Tho stages nro to bo 
welvo miles, ond at tho end of each 
welvo mile stretch keepers aro to bo 
osted with fresh horeos ready to draw 
ho Old Sport, as Mr. Bora's coach 
s called, over the road to tho next re- 
ay station. Of course these arrange- 
icnts may bo nltored if tho state of 
ho roads or other Inconvenience re- 
ulres chango of tho plan. 
On« of the special railroad cars will 
arry an extra coach to bo used In case 
f a breakdown too serious for repair, 
nd a blacksmith will bo carried to 
100 tho horses and make repairs to 
10 coach. 
Naturally everything'that 


the trip will bo done. 


Mr. Sorg has "all kinds of money." 


Ho is tho son and heir of the late Paul 
J. Sorg, congressman from Ohio, who 
died In 1902. The :older Sorg made a 
great fortune In the manufacture' of 
plug tobacco, so big a fortune that 
when he entered congress in 1895 
tho representative of the Jhlrd Ohio 
district he was said to be the' richest 
man In either -branch of the national 
legislature. It was said that his In- 
come was more than 51,000,000 a year, 
derived from a fortune of over $15,- 
000,000. 


In spite of Mr. Sorg's activity In 


coaching matters, his victory over Al- 


fred G. Vanderbilt and his willingness 
to npcnd his money and tlmo on tha 
eport of driving four horses in.front 
of a smartly equipped and perfectly, 
turned out coach, with all the needful 
accessories, he is not a member of ths 
Coaching olub, one of the smartest or- 
ganizations of New Yoix. The Coach- 
ing club-was founded thlrty-fivfi ywirs 
ago for the purpose of encouraging 
coaching. 
It has fffty-two members, 


all of them prominent lovers of horses 
and coaching. The president Is Colonel 
William Jay.

spring. It the followers of the same 
could spend but a week In one of these 
camps and see Just what goes on there 
their eyes would bo opened, and they 
would reallza that one-lialf of the 
"news" tent out by the ambitious cor- 
respondents Is nothing more than "su- 
perheated atmosphere" and the other 
half Is naught but the unsupported 
opinion of the Individual writer, hon- 
est enough, perhaps, but with nothing 
to back It up. 


Training trips are an absolute ne- 


cessity, but It Is a mistake to think 
that they are intended to prove that 
every youngster picked up during the 
previous fall and winter is a wonder. 
The prime purpose of the training trip 
Is to put the players In condition for 
the season. These Jaunts do not m*ko 
Stars out of ro.-w recruits. 
Experience 


Is always needed to make finished per- 
formers out of the untrained mate- 
rial, no matter how much natural ma- 
terial Is possessed by the young, men 
when they break into the fastest com- 
pany in the land. 


The games played between two, out- 


fits made up of members of one team 
are not the sort seen on big league dia- 
monds during tho championship cam- 
paigns. The men are under orders to 
take no chances. 
There Is no daring 


base running, no sliding to the plate, 
.no taking of desperate risks. There la 
little rivalry between the teams, no 
object in view, so far as the victory is 
concerned^ The pitchers do not "wind 
up" and hurl the ball with speed 
enough to knock down a horse. On the 
other hand, for weeks they simply lob 
the sphere over. The main object Is to 
keep tho men busy, to give them 
healthful exercise, in order to limber 
them up, get rid of stiffness and sorej 
inuscles, and reduce flesh. 


'In''spite of all this the correspond- 


ents rave over what is being done by 
the teams with which they are travel- 
Ing and Bend home columns of hot air 
.about how tho men nre showing up. A 
certain youngster Is the greatest run- 
ner that ever broko into tho game; an- 
other is a greater thrower than any 
man "ever before seen In action; all of 
them are .300 or .(00 hitters; the pitch- 
ers are strike out fiends and never 
known to give bases on balls; tho 
catchers are without exception unex- 
celled "peggers;" the fielders are per- 
formers who never make errors, and, 
.taken,as a whole, the teams are un- 
beatable. 


All this stuff—for It Is stuff—serves to 


create a wrong Impression In the snlnds 
of the fans and to set up false hopes, 
which are dashed to the ground when 
the much touted recruffs are released 
before the real clash begins. Of'course 
this does not apply to all the new men, 
but it Is eafe to say that never in the 
history of baseball has a man receiv- 
ing his first trial in the major league 
fulfilled all that was predicted for him 
during the training season. It would 
be a practical impossibility for him to 
do so. Sometimes the players about 
whom the most Js written are- the first, 


to bs turned loose when the weeding 
out process is started. 


Baseball players are not trained like 


pugilists, football players or oarsmen. 
In fact, if you come down to the real 
understanding of the word "training" 
as it applies to sports ball players are 
not trained at all. They merely prac 
tlce and are coached In team work by 
the manager. 


The ball player has no compulsory 


hours for Bleep, has no certain diet, 
arid no attention Is paid to certain 
muscles, aa Is the case with the fighter, 


the oarsman or the football player. 


Still, In a certain way It Is training, 


for the men are drilled In team work, 
and that makes up SO per cent or the 
spring work. 


It's like this: The ball player shows 


up for work. He la usually stiff from 
muscular Inactivity through the win- 
ter, and he has to be loosened up so 
that his muscles will not become stiff 
and remain sore for any length of time. 
He attends to that part of his: work 
himself. All players become very sor» 
after their first workout, no matter 


how rriany fears they have been play- 
Ing. To relieve this soreness In a cold 
climate Is impossible. That's why the 
teams always Journey to a semltrop- 
ical co.untry. 


Balmy Air Rolleves Soreness. 


Nothing relieves soreness In muscles 


like balmy atmosphere. 
The men can 


perspire without consequent colds and 
rheumatism, "ersplratlon Is the best 
ollMn the world for taking the sore- 
ness out of muscles, and to get good 
results the player roust bs warm wlth- 


lu and without at the same time; oth 
erwlse the perspiration would caus 
him to be chilled and all kinds of si 
"Bents would follow. 


So far as baseball la concerned it 


very unfortunate that this country 
not uniform In lis temperature. Con 
Ing from warm climates, the player 
frequently suffer from the cold air o 
early spring when they reach tho north 
and sometimes their- muscles are ba 
all season.

It takes several weeks to get them 


working In harmony. Any fan .knows 
what a bungle It ! Is when both th« 
shortstop and second.baseman fail to 
cover second. 
Thoy also know how 


crude it looks to see any player leave 
a bag uncovered. The player has got 
to be contlnuouBly .drilled to prevent 
just that kind of thing. No man can 
read another's mind, .and It Is there- 
fore necessary to have some kind of 
understanding, and tho entire team 
must 
know the system' thoroughly,
